He said the State's first
“narcotics - treatment” control
unit will go into action in the
Los Angeles area on that date.
A special training program for
unit personnel began Tuesday.

Robert E. Seabridge, former
regional supervisor of the di-
vision of adult paroles, has
been named to head the unit,
the Governor said. Richard A.
McGee, director of corrections
for California, made the as-
signment,

The Governor first called
for the new program of diag-
nostic testing with nallin and
psychiatric aid for addicts re-
leased on probation in his In-
augural Address.
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IT WAS APPROVED in legis-
lation authored by State Sena-
tor J. William Beard (D), Im-
perial County, and $175,000
was appropriated to finance a
nine months ‘pilot program”
in the Los Angeles area.

“I regard this program as
California’s best new hope for
coping with the narcotics men-
ace,” Governor Brown said.
“In cooperation with the At-
torney General's program for
encouraging stepped up local
use of nalline testing of ad-
dicts, we may very well be on
our way to an effective meth-
od of substantially reducing
